BOGOTA, April 3 (R)-Leftist guerrillas today freed two more 
of the hostages they are holding in the Dominican Republic 
embassy a Colombian Red Cross spokesman stud. They were 
Edgardo Hernandez, a second secretary at the Columbian foreign 
ministry, and Mario Guzman Cahniles. a citizen of the Dominican 
Republic living in Colombia, the spokesman said.

Council met tonight to decide

King Hassan, Pope 
discuss Jerusalem 

ROME, April 3 ( Rt-King Hassan II of Morocco met Pope John Paul 
yesterday for a 50-minute private audience oo the future status of 
Jerusalem. “I am very satisfied,” the king told reporters before flying 
back to Paris, from where he arrived earlier yesterday oo his brief 
visit. “The Holy Father understands perfectly that the moment has 
come when followers of the three monotheist religions: Muslims 
Christians and Jews, must meet in Jerusalem not to fight but to try to 
hold a spiritual patrimony in common, to share in tranquillity and 
world peace.” 

King Hassan came to the Vatican in his capacity as president of the 
42-nation Islamic Conference Organisation’s committee on 
Jerusalem. 

Earlier, the Pope spoke of his hopes for “a creative solution that 
would he imminent, definitive, guaranteed and would respect the 
rights of all.” He gave no indication of how such a solution might be 
reached, but spoke of new contacts after meeting King Hassan.

Jordan accuses Israel of 
torpedoing U.N. resolution

UNITED NATIONS. April 3 - 
Jordan today accused Israel of 
torpedoing United Nations resol- 
utions on ~the Palestinians. 

Speaking al ihe Security Coun- 
cil* s resumed debate on the Pales- 
tinian question. Ambassador 
Huzem Nuseibch said that the 
Zionist state “in letter and spirit, 
has fix wi »rds am? de- Js l* >rned» 
Security Council resolutions 242 
and 338. a ■ well us long standing 
United Nations resolutions on 
Palestinian national and indi- 
vidual rights.” 

“What the esteemed Security 
Council is seized with in the cur- 
rent deliberations is. in the sim- 
plest terms, the ongoing and 
relentless cannibalisation of Pales- 
tinian rights, and hence, the very 
fate and survival of the Palestinian 
people. What does the inter- 
national community propose to do 
to restore them to the mainstream 
of international existence, as we 
witness the final chapter of their 
agonising demise being written 
blatantly, openly, admittedly and 
full speed by their tormentors?”. 
Dr. Nuseiheh said. 

He said the question of 
Jerusalem is the “heart and soul" 
of the entire Palestine and Middle 
East situation.” 

The destiny of Holy Jerusalem 
can under no circumstances he 
forsaken, he added. 

Dr. Nuseibch said: “When the 
United States abstained on Sec- 
urity Council Resolution 452 in 
July 1979, which condemned 
Israeli settlements in the occupied

Dr. Nuseiheh said time was 
Israel's most precious commodity, 
enabling it to bring in new immig- 
rants, sequestrate as much land as 
it could and absorb and fulfil its 
designs to take over the whole of 
Palestine and well beyond, as cir- 
cumstances permitted. 

it was incumbent upon the 
council to take action on recom- 
mendations by the U.N.'s com- 
mittee on Palestinian rights, which 
were a synthesis of U.N. resol- 
utions in ihe light of present con- 
ditions, he said. 

Ambassador Nuseiheh said the 
Israelis must stop acting “over- 
obsessed" with claims about sec- 
urity, and should recognise their 
“guilt” in destroying the lives of 
the Palestinian people. 

Mr. Saib Ball of Iraq told the 
council his country was pro- 
foundly concerned by the decision 
of the Zionist authorities to 
“establish two so-called live-in 
schools” in Hebron, in the 
occupied West Bunk. 

The “Zionist entity” alone 
would bear full responsibility for 
the grave consequences of its 
expansionist pulicy. he said. 

Mr. Bufi said the Security 
Council was continuously pre- 
vented from taking action against 
Israel's “sinister and defiant 
policies,” because ihe U.S- used, 
or threatened to use its veto in any 
decision “against its pampered 
and protected protege." 

Quoting a number of principles 
contained in Iraq's national char- 
ter proclaimed in February, he 
said they did not apply to Israel 
because “the Zionist entity is not 
considered a stale, but a deformed 
entily occupying an Arab ter- 
ritory." 

Egypt said it would spare no 
efforts to achieve Palestinian 
rights and challenged critics of the 
Camp Duvid accords to come up 
with a better alternative for 
achieving that goal. 

Ambassador Ahmad Esmat 
Abdul Maguid said that in tbe 


accords, “Egypt extracted, for the 
first time from Israel,” a pledge to 
recognise the legitimate right of 
the Palestinian people and resolve 
the Palestinian question in all its 
aspects.

In contunuing efforts to quell 
the wave of unrest in the occupied 
West Bank. Israeli authorities 
called Dr. Ahmad Natshe to the 
military police headquarters in 
Bethlehem after he allegedly 
made an anti- Israeli speech at a 
Palestinian rally in the West Bank 
town of Hebron yesterday. 

Dr. Natshe, a leading West 
Bank communist, was exiled in 
1 976 for anti-Israeli activities, and 
was readmitted in 1978 on con- 
dition that he stay out of politics. 
But military sources said there 
were no plans to exile him again, 
despite (he questioning. 

Meanwhile, demonstrators 
from the right-wing Gush 
Emunim (Faith Bloc) movement 
gathered at the government press 
headquarters to cull on Prime 
Minister Mcnachcm Begin to can- 
cel his summit talks on Palestinian 
autonomy with U.S. President 
Jimmy Gtrter in Washington later 
this month. Israel Radio estimated 
the number of demonstrators at 
about 2.0IH1. 

The demonstrators, many of 
them settlers of Jewish outposts in 
the West Bank, carried signs 
demanding that Mr. Begin move 
tii annex the occupied territories, 
and refuse to make concessions 
that might rivivify the stalled 
negotiations with Egypt on self- 
rule for the 1.2 million Pales- 
tinians of the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

The settlers marched to the 
prime minister's office to show 
their solidarity with a group or 
settlers who are holding a hunger 
strike there, to dx-mand that Mr.

Chad civil war rivals 
ignore ceasefire pleas 

PARIS, April 3 ( R) — Opposing sides in the Chad civil war appeared 
determined today to ignore international pleas for a ceasefire and to 
fight to a finish, French officials said. 

Street battles in the devastated capital of N’ Djamcna intensified as 
the conflict approached its third week, providing a sombre back- 
ground for a conference of African foreign ministers that opened in 
Paris. 

Ministers and officials of 26 nations, most of them French- 
speaking, met to prepare for a France- African summit in Nice on 
May 8 and 9, which assumes particular importance in the 20th 
anniversary year of independence for France's former African col- 
onies. 

Diplomats said that although the main thrust of the two-day con- 
ference was economic, the ministers were deeply concerned by the 
Chad tragedy and they might decide to issue some form of collective 
appeal for an end to the war. 

Chad, one of the world’s 10 poorest countries, had known little 
peace since it gained independence from France. The latest con- 
vulsion has caused over 3,000 casualties and forced tens of thousands 
of people to seek refuge in northern Gimeroun. 

French officials today studied the implications of a report from the 
Libyan Jamuhiriyuh that Chad President Goukouni Oucddci, who 
appears to he losing ground in the battle for supremacy in 
N' Djamcna, had appealed for assistance to Libyan leader Muummar 
Qadhafi. 

President Goukouni’s People’s Armed Forces (FAP), hacked hy 
several other factions, are ranged against the Armed Forces of the 
Nonh (FAN) commanded by Defence Minister Hisscnc Hahre. 

French sources consider that what the FAN lacks in numbers it 
more than makes up in discipline and training. 

One assessment in Paris of the brief report by the official Libyan 
News Agency was that Col. Qadhafi was letting the Goukouni side 
know that an appeal for assistance would be answered favourably. 

There were persistent reports here that fresh elements loyal to 
Chad Foreign Minister Acyl Ahmad were moving south from bases 
in the Libyan Jamuhiriyuh to join in the battle against Mr. Hahre in 
N’Djamena.

Dr. Natshe said he would com- 
plain to Israeli Defence Minister 
Ezcr Weizman and demand an 
investigation.

Senegal accords PLO 
office diplomatic status 


DAKAR. April 3 (Ageneies) - 
Senega! has decided to accord dip- 
lomatic status to the office here of 
the Palestine liberation Organ- 
isation (PJ.O), the foreign affairs 
ministry announced. 

A ministry statement said the 
government had made this deci- 
sion to “strengthen its support for 
the PLO, the only true rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple." 

It added that the Pl.O rep- 
resentation in Dakar would enjoy 
all the privileges and immunities 
normally accorded to diplomatic 
missions. 

Meanwhile, the Dutch gov- 
ernment confirmed today that a 
top Dutch foreign ministry official 
met with a representative of Ihe 
PLO Iasi week, the first such meet- 
ing in the Dutch diplomatic capital 
of the Hague.

IT LOOKS ns if \vc may, in the coming weeks, be wit- 
nessing some interesting taetical manoeuvres on the pari «*f 
Egypt us the May 2b deadline, for l he almost eeitain break- 
down or the '* autonomy” negotiations with Israel draws 
nearer. 

Could it he, we must ask ourselves, that the Egyptian 
parliament ant! people, perhaps even the Egyptian gov- 
ernment. have woken up to the prospect ol the unpleasant 
consequences such a breakdown will entail as far as Egypt’s 
position in the Arab World is concerned? 

The Egyptian parliament has certainly stirred things 
up in Israel with its resolution on Jerusalem, passed on 
Tuesday . rejecting “with determination" all “Israeli 
attempts and measures aimed at changing [he legal status ol 
the holy city as well as its demographic composition and 
geographic aspect," and reaffirming the “sacred attach- 
ment to the city of the Egyptian people as well as millions of 
Muslims and Christians thioughoul the world.” 

This is not the sort of thing the Israelis expect to hear 
out of Egypt, just when they thought they had neutralised 
that once vibrant heart of the Arab body politic. Even in 
President Sadat’s somewhat monolithic model of demo- 
cracy. the Egyptian parliament must be accepted as having 
a constituency among the broad Egyptian masses. What is 
more, the Cairo government itself came out only a few 
hours later to hack up the resolution and reiterate its view 
that the Israeli occupation of Jerusalem is illegal and its 
policy of settling Jerusalem and the other occupied ter- 
ritories was “a violation of the spirit and the letter of the 
Camp David accords.” 

These revelations come a bit late in the day, and the 
j Egyptian government may still be viewing things through 
} the Camp David prism— or appearing to. at least— but we 
r ; think these moves are precursors of an Egyptian strategy to 
disengage itself from the disastrous "autonomy" procedure 
before it is too late. 

Certainly the reaction from Israel tends to cast the 
Egyptian moves in such u light: even that great “moderate " 
and “conciliator” Mr. Abba Eban came Happing out of his 
dovecote to shriek that the Israeli parliament must convene 
in special session posthaste to declare once again that 
“Jerusalem will remain Israel's eternal capital." 

If this is a hit of tactics on Egypt’s part, the choice of 
Jerusalem as the issue on which to lake a stand is entirely 
appropriate— although it is far from being the only aspect of 
the Palestine question which Egypt has compromised .so 
dangerously in going along w ith the Camp David scheme to 
date. Those compromises will require some undoing, but 
let us see if it cannot be done.

Ziad Abu ‘Ein 
transferred to 
prison infirmary 

CHICAliO. April 3 (AP) - Ziad 
Abu 'Ein, the young Palestinian 
facing extradition to Israel, has 
beeu pbeed under medical obser- 
vation during a jail hunger strike. 

Authorities said Mr. Abu ’Ein, 
20, was transferred Wednesday 
from his quarters in the city x fed- 
eral jail to the institution's infir- 
mary. He has consumed only two 
glasses of water a day since he 
began his fast on Friday night. 

Ziad Abu* Ein has been accused 
hy Israel of planting a timebomb 
iii a crowded liberals marketplace 
last May. Two people were killed 
and more than a score of other 
persons injured as a result of the 
explosion. 

U.S. federal authorities 
arrested Mr. Abu '.Ein last 
summer while he was visiting his 
sister’s home in Chicago. After 
several weeks of extradition hear- 
ings. U.S. Magistrate Olga Jureo 
ordered Mr. Abu* Kin transferred 
to the custody of Israel law 
enforcement officials. 

Mr. Abu ‘bin’s lawyers had 
aigucd that there is insufficient 
evidence linking their client to the 
bombing and that the crime he was 
charged with was political in 
nature. 

The U.S. -Israeli extradition 
Mealy bars transfers of persons 
accused of political crimes. 

'['he magistrate ruled that the 
bombing was a “random act or 
violence" that could not have had 
any direct effect oil the Isntcii 
government. 

A U.S. District Court judge 
recently upheld the ruling, but 
delayed the extradition until an 
appeal can be presented to the 7lh 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals.

AMMAN, April 3 --It will have 
taken Fuheis residents three years 
to get the cement dust of their air, 
but by August this task will he 
accomplished. 

It hasn't been easy. The cement 
is in the form of fine dust that 
spews from the furnace stacks of 
the Jordan Cement Factories 
Company at Fuheis. For three 
years the residents of Fuheis and 
nearby Mahis have fought with the 
factory’s operators to clean up the 
air. But it wasn't until the gov- 
ernment stepped in and appointed 
new directors to run the factory 
that real progress was made. 

“By August nearly 100 percent 
of the dust in the air will be 
removed by very efficient filtering 
systems on the stacks,” Minister of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
the Environment. Dr. Jamal 
Sha’cr, told the Jordan Times. 

Filters will be installed on the 
four existing stacks, one more

Japan relies on the Middle East, 
mainly Saudi Arabia, for about 80 
per cent of »s oil supplies and has 
promised increased economic 
cooperation with the area.

Dr. Sha'er became involved in 
the issue of cement factory pol- 
lution before becoming minister, 
while he was a member of the 
National Consultative Council. 

The issue was brought to the 
attention of the government and 
the NCC in 1 977 when the mayor 
of Fuheis sent a letter to the prime 
minister complaining of air pol- 
lution affecting the area within a 
three-kilometre radius from the 
factory. He said it posed a health 
hazard and had to be dealt with. 

■ The mayor also complained 
about the factory polluting the 
town’s water and ruining the main 
road (hat leads into Fuheis. But he 
acknowledged that most of the 
mad damage was caused by the 
heavy trucks owned by the com- 
pany that worked the quarry at the 
south end of town. 

The mayor asked that the fac- 
tory stop polluting the air. stop 
emptying its waste water in the 
open creek that runs through the 
town, and contribute — along with 
the company operating the quarry 
— towards repairing the road. 

“The prime minister looked 
into the matter and soon realised 
that the mayor's requests were fair 
and justified,” Dr. Sha'er said. 

Meanwhile, environmentally 
conscious NCC members, like Dr. 
Sha'er, began studying the prob- 
lem of pollution and the oper- 
ations of the cement factory. 

In 1978 the government, being 
the major shareholder in the com- 
pany, Look action, as it is per- 
mitted to do by law. It purged the 
entire administration and board. 

and then appointed well qualified, 
honest administrators to run the 
business. 

By this lime Fuheis and Mahis 
residents had become educated on 
environmental matters and had 
organised a strong lobby to pre- 
sent their case.

that an out-patient clinic be built 
at the factory to serve both the 
workers and the community. And 
u group of NCC meinlHrrs. led by 
Dr. Sha’er. visited the factory and 
Fuehiv They drew three con- 
clusions: the factory should stay, 
because there is a need for this 
kind of big industry: the pollutants 
should be minimised immediately 
and stopped completely as soon as 
possible, and the residents of the 
area have a right to share some or 
the fruits of the factory's success. 

Mahis residents had been com- 
plaining of water shortages 
because many had sold their water 
rights to the factory, not fully 
realising the problems this would 
cause them later.

Tell Brak in northeast Syria hides 
mysteries the eye cannot penetrate

DAMASCUS — Dr. David Oates 
is digging at Tell Brak again. 

The noted archaeologist and 
professor at the London Institute 
of Archaeology is resuming his 
third expedition (1976, 1978, 
1 980) at Tell Brak. a site between 
Qamishli and Hasakeh in north- 
eastern Syria which was excavated 
by Max Mallowan in 1937 and 
1938. 

The late Prof. Mallowan was 
married to Agatha Christie who 
accompanied her husband on his 
excavations, and as a resuli chose 
sites in the Middle East as the set- 
ting for many of her mystery 
stories. 

“Tell Brak is enormous, the size

of Nineveh,” said Dr. Oates. 
“During the forthcoming two- 
month season, we hope to exca- 
vate an open urea next to a for- 
tified governor's palace that dates 
to the Akkadian period of 
Narim-Sin. 

“In previous excavations, we 
found a series of palaces, the latest 
of which dates to the 4th mil- 
lennium B.C. Since the famous 
Tell Brak ‘Eye’ Temple excavated 
by Mux Mallowan is well dated, 
we are using it as a reference 
point.” 

Dr. Oates is accompanied this 
season by Dr. Thomas Holland of 
Oxford University and London 
University, who excavated at Tell 
Sweyhat during 1 973-75. 

In 1978, Dr. Oates found what 
he terms a “mysterious" shaft, as 
its original purpose was not to 
serve as a well. TTie upper levels 
were dated to the early dynastic 
period, around 2600 B.C., but as 
investigation proceeded, pottery 
sherds were recovered which 
belong to the late fifth millennium 
B.C. 

During the forthcoming season. 
Dr. Oates hopes lo establish the 
importance of Tell Brak during 
the fifth to third millennia B.C 

■’ During this early period, Tell 
Brak was at the crossing of Jagr-. 
Jagr and the eastern tributaries of 
the Khabur River west of the 
marshes," he said. 

“To the west of Tell Brak is an 
extinct volcano filled with lava. 
The volcano impeded traffic for 
tradesmen coming up from the 
Tigris River. Tradesmen crossing 
the mountainous region had to 
pass through Tell Brak to reach 
Mardin, one of the ancient sources 
of copper.” 

Dr. Oates noted a curious thing 
about Ancient Mesopotamia is 
that even though copper was 
available, skilled copper working 
does not appear until the Early 
Dynastic II period, around 2700

B.C. “The populace was aware of 
copper — we find fifth millennium 
B.C. sites in the Khabur basin that 
contain copper slag — but not 
worked copper.” 

Dr. Oates stated that habitation 
ended at Tell Brak around 1200 
B.C. 

His fascination with Tell Brak 
may stem from the fact that 
Nineveh is covered with late Assy- 
rian buildings whereas he can con- 
centrate on earlier periods at Tell 
Brak. 

As for the exotic eye amulets 
that have become a symbol of Tell 
Brak, Dr. Oates refers to a theory 
proposed by Prof. Mallowan. His 
idea was that the thousands of 
alabaster eyes ranging in size from 
one centimetre to two metres 
recovered from the temple signify 
they were votive articles and the 
temple was a medical centre for 
victims of eye disease. 

“We don’t intend to excavate 

further in the area of the ‘Eye' 


temple.” Dr. Oates said, "because 
we would prohnhly uncover 
thousands mure of the objects and 
we would unintentionally encour- 
age further illicit digging for the 
amulets which are prized on the 
antiquities market.” 

Another objective of this year’s 
. expedition is to open an additional 
4UU square metres of Akkadian 
ruins which were destroyed by 
fire.

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" Dollar rise undercuts oil pricing issue" 

WASHINGTON. April 3 ( R) - Saudi Arabia’s Finance Miniver 
said yesterday the renewed strength of the U.5. dollar had under- 
cut the argument for switching to a so-called "basket of cur- 
rencies for pricing oil. Mr. Mohammad Abal Khail told a ne w 
conference there was no longer any reason to criticise U.S. policy 
on the dollar, in which oil prices are now denominated, because o 
its rising value on the world's foreign exchanges. 

He also praised President Carter's latest anti-inflation prog- 
ramme. saying he believed it would help control global inflation 
and stabilise the international economy. He appeared with Treas- 
ury Secretary William Miller at the end of a two-day working 
session of the U.S.-Snudi Arabian joint commission on economic 
cooperation. 

Mr. Miller said there had been a general exchange of views but 
no detailed discussion of the price of oil. Mr. Abal Khail said he 
expected the role of the U.S. -Saudi joint economic commission to 
expand during Saudi .Arabia's third five-year plan, which he said 
would strive to increase productivity by stressing development oF 
the industrial and agricultural sectors. 

The aim mission's goal is to promote economic cooperation and 
closer ties between the two countries. Technical assistants from 
the U.S. government and private industry are helping the Saudis 
on 1 9 projects sponsored by the commission. Among these is one 
to develop solar energy for electricity and for a plant to operate a 
solar- powered system to remove salt from seawater. 

The status of all 1 9 projects was discussed in meetings yesterday 
between U.S. officials and the 14-man Saudi delegation. Mr. 
Miller said. 


Japan penetrates American rice markets 

TOKYO. April 3 f R) — U.S, officials are worried that Japan may 
export up to one million tonnes of surplus rice this year, disrupting 
traditional American markets, U.S. government sources said 
here. 

The U.S. Rice Millers Association had consulted President 
Carter’s office of the special trade representative on steps needed 
to force retaliatory action against japan if it did not scale down its 
plans, the sources said. 

Under a five-year programme, Japan planned to export only 
some 200,000 tonnes of surplus rice a year from 1979, but in the 
fiscal year ended March 31 it shipped about 800.000 tonnes of 
heavily subsidised rice to Indonesia, Bangladesh, South Korea. 
Tanzania and other countries. 

Japanese Agriculture Minister Mamoru Sawabe will meet U.S. 
Deputy Agriculture Secretary' Dale Hathaway here on April 10 
for talks on the rice issue, informed sources said. 

IMF concludes gold sale 

WASHINGTON, April 3 (R1 - The International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) sold 444,000 ounces of gold yesterday at an average 
price of $484.01 an ounce and will add the proceeds to its trust 
fund to help the, world's poorest countries. 

The latest auction produced about $196 million for the fund, 
bringing the total from gold sales to $4.44 billion. The price of 
gold in New York before the sale was about $496 an ounce. 

The next sale, the last in the present four-year series, is 
scheduled for May 7. 


Nigeria hikes oil prices 


LONDON, April 3 (Agencies) 
-- Nigeria is raising its oil price by 
51 cents a bane!, about 1.5 per 
cent, western oil industry officials, 
said today. 

A spokesman for the Royal 
Dutch Shell group saltt the com- 
pany had been notified that a 51 
cent increment had been placed 
on Nigerian oil. bringing its top 
grade crudes up to S 34. 72 a bar- 
rel. The adjustment brings Nigeria 
into line with Libya, which is also 
charging S34.72 for a barrel of its 
top quality crude. 

The new Nigerian price is nearly 
one dollar a barrel above the pre- 
sent "marker " rate of $33.75 for 
oil from the British Petroleum 
(BP) Forties field in fhe North 
Sea. 

British North Sea pricing tends 
to follow the lead given by African 
producers of similar quality oil 
such as Nigeria. The Nigerian 
adjustment follows Iran's $2.50 a 
barrel price increase this week. 

I ran is also adding a three dollar 
premium to half the oil it sells 
under contract and. according to 
informed sources in Tehran, it is 
raising this to $4.50 for new cus- 
tomers. Industry sources say 
Kuwait is also placing' a 55.50 
premium on at least half the oil it is 
selling under new contracts to BP. 
Shell and the U.S. Gulf Oil Cor- 
poration. 


Producers are able to charge 
more, despite a present, modest 
"gult of oil in the market, because 
buyers, especially the oil majors, 
are worried about the supply out- 
look and are anxious to have 
assured contract access to crude. 

Producers such as Kuwait, 
down by 500,000 barrels a day 
since April 1, are trimming output 
and diverting more crude away 
from the major international oil 
companies to state corporations, 
smaller independent firms and the 
spot market. 

Production of crude oil in 
Nigeria, one of the world's leading 
producers, has fallen 11.6 percent 
from levels a year ago. Latest fig- 
ures issued by the oil producers 
trade section of the Lagos 
Chamber of Commerce and 
Industry showed production run- 
ning at 90.594 million gallons a 

day. 

Noting the decline from a year 
ago. present production generally 
is in line with output since last 
August, when the Nigerian 
National Petroleum Corp. 
ordered a 10 per cent cut in pro- 
duction to keep up prices. Cor- 
poration officials have refused to 
say whether they are planning 
another reduction in line with 
reported cutbacks by some fellow 
members of the Organisations of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries.

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Kenyan Safari flagged off 

NAIROBI, April 3 (R) - Kenyan President Daniel Arap Moi 
today flagged off the cars at the start of the gruelling 5.510- 
kilometre' Kenya Safari motor rally. Weather experts were pre- 
dicting scattered showers and thunderstorms on the 1.889- 
kilometre first leg which takes competitors to western Kenya and 
back here tomorrow evening. 

ShekhaT Mehia. a Uganda-bom British national living in 
Kenya, who won last year for the second time was first away in a 
Japanese works team Datsun 160J. He was followed by the 1978 
winner, Frenchman Jean Pierre Nicolas in a West German factory 
team Opel Ascona 400. 

Mehta is only joint second favourite for a Nairobi bookmaker 
who quotes him at oddsof seven to one togetherwith 1977 winner 
Bjorn Waldegaard of Sweden, who is in a West German factory 
Mercedes Benz 450SLC, and Rauno Aaltonen of Finland in a 
factory’ team Datsun 160J. 

Fmiand’s Hannu Mikkola, who started in tenth position in a 
works team Mercedes Benz 450SLC, emerged today as the 
bookmakers top favourites at 6-1. 

Mikkola was the first man from outside East Africa to win the 
Safari in 1972 and last year came first in the Bandma rally of Ivory- 
Coast - the only other world championship rally in Africa — in 
which the Mercedes factory had a clean sweep of the top four 
places. 

Mercedes are making an all-out hid to win this year's race after 
two unsuccessful years and have the most elaborate com- 
munication and service system in this year's event, which includes 
three light aircraft, a helicopter and special trucks to help their 
four cars out of mud. Datsun, also with four cars, have a large 
number of service mechanics and are determined to keep their 
grip on the Safari honours. 

The rally ends on Monday.

German grandmaster Robert Huebner and Hungarian Andras 
Adorjan drew the eight game in their world chess championship 
candidates match here last night. The draw left Huebner leading 
by 4 , . / 2 to 3V2 points with only two games remaining. 

The German, playing black, surprised Adorjan by opting for 
the solid Russian defence, an unusual choice for him. The Hun- 
garian lost a great deal of lime in a vain search for an advan- 
tageous line and finally offered a draw after his 14th move, which 
Huebner accepted.

Britain orders inquiry 
into rioting in Bristol 

BRISTOL, England, April 3 (R) - A night of rioting and looting by predominantly black 
youths in this major western England port today triggered alarms amongst politicians 
and community workers concerned with rising social problems in Britain's deprived 
inner-city regions. 


As Home Secretary William 
Whitelaw told Parliament he had 
ordered a policy inquiry into the 
violence which claimed 28 injured 
and caused widespread damage to 
property, community relations 

organisations warned of sim- 
mering unrest in other cities suf- 
fering from Britain’s economic 
decline. 

Police, politicians and social 
workers agreed the Bristol battle 
was not a race riot in that it pitted 
black against while. They por- 
traxed it as an explosion of 


resentment by an underprivileged 
community which manifested 
itself in brick and bottle throwing 
attacks on police as symbols of 
authoriiy. 

“It only needs a spark and this 
kind of thing can erupt." said a 
spokesman for the Commission 
for Racial Equality. "Violence 
could come in ureas of London. 
Liverpool. Birmingham. Wol- 
verhampton or any rundown area 
of a city where there are young- 
sters out of work.”

U.N. Cyprus efforts fail 

NICOSIA. April 3 1 R> — Efforts to bring the two communities on the 
divided island of Cyprus to the negotiating table have failed, a United 
Nations report said today. Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim blamed 
tbe failure on divergent and tenacious views held by the Turkish-and 
Greek-Cypriot communities about the basis for an eventual solution. 
The last round of talks between the two communities broke up last 
June. 

Publication of the U.N. report was held up for a few days during a 
final (lurry of talks aimed at breaking the deadlock. A copy of the 
report was released in Nicosia. The report, requested by the General 
Assembly, said efforts stumbled over the question of security for the 
Turkish-Cypriot community and different interpretations of sugges- 
tions to make the island bizonal. 

Proposals for a bizonal territorial arrangement were to have been 
tabled at the negotiations by Mr. Waldheim in an opening statement 
outlining his understanding of common ground between the two 
communities. 

The Greek-Cypriot side wanted the statement to be non-binding 
with each team having the opportunity to place its position on record. 
Turkish-Cypriots wanted the common ground to he negotiated 
beforehand and the statement hinding. 

Mr. Waldheim reaffirmed in the report his faith in intercommunal 
talks for achieving a lasting political settlement. 


all young unemployed people who 
feel cheated by die system,” the 
commission said."

Nineteen police and nine 
civilians were injured in running 
battles in the mainly West Indian 
ghetto of St. Paul's, near Bristol 
city centre, after police searching 
for drugs and drink offenders 
raided a local club.

. in scenes reminiscent of the fust 
explosions of unrest in Northern 
Ireland ten years ago. 

Outnumbered police withdrew 
as gangs set fire to shops, offices 
and cars. Smashed glass and goods 
discarded by looters today littered 
the area and the atmosphere was 
described by police as calm but 
tense. 

Police Chief Brian Weigh told 
reporters he and his men had been 
surprised by the suddenness and 
ferocity of the outbreak as they 
believed they had enjoyed good 
community relations in the ghetto. 

Bristol, an ancient port which 
made a fortune out of the 1 7th 
and lSth century slave trade bet- 
ween Africa and the West Indian 
plantation colonies, has a popu- 
lation of about 500,000 of whom 

12.000 are black, mainly West 
Indian. 


U.S. expects allied support in 
event of Soviet ME offensive 


WASHINGTON, April 3 ( R)--The United States 
expects allied support in dealing with any Soviet 
offensive in the Middle East but knows it will have 
to bear the main burden of defending the oil 
lifeline, a senior Defence Department official said 
yesterday. 

Mr. Robert Komer, under secretary of defence 
for policy, said the United States wanted both its 
European allies and Japan to take over more their 
own defence and also expected the European 
allies to take part in defending the Gulf region. 

Mr. Komer was testifying to a House of Rep- 
resentatives foreign affairs subcommittee on U.S. 
actions to protect Western interests in the Gulf 
and the Indian Ocean following the Soviet inter- 
vention in Afghanistan. 

Echoing congressional criticism of alleged lack 
of allied support in tbe Afghanistan crisis, iflinois 
Republican Mr. Paul Findley told Mr. Komer 
-there would be-enormous public resistance to a 
long U.S. role in meeting a Soviet threat to world 


oil supplies. 

He said tt would be a serious error if the United 
States did not get an assurance of allied support 
from the first moment of a Soviet threat, 

Mr. Komer replied that "We aie actively 
working on that problem” and the United States 
would not be left alone in such a situation. 41 We 
count on and expect allied participation— just 
allied economic participation," he said. 

Other administration officials have previously 
said the allies should take over more of the burden 
of defence in their own areas, allowing the United 
States to devote more resources to the Middle 
East. 

The United Slates is seeking access to ports and 
airfields in Oman, Kenya and Somalia to support 
an increased presence in the region. It also plans 
to position ships wih heavy equipment for use by 
troops to be flown in during a crisis and to make 
improvements to the naval base on the British- 
owned Indian Ocean island of Diego Garcia. 



Kabul reports security forces victory 


KABUL. April 3 (R) - Afghan 
security forces Have wiped out a 
group of anti-government rebels 
and seized a large quantity of 
weapons. Kabul Radio reported. 

The radio said the subversive 
elements and bandits, terms used 
to describe tribal guerrillas fight- 
ing Afghanistan's Soviet -backed 
rulers, had been liquidated 
recently in Ghazni province 
south-west of the capital. It gave 
no casualty figures, but said the 
captured weapons were of U.S.. 
Chinese and Pakistani man- 
ufacture. 

Diplomatic sources in Kabul 
said fighting had also taken place 
elsewhere near the Pakistani bor- 
der in the past few days. They said 
there were dashes near Jalalabad, 
about 150 kilometres east of 
Kabul on the main road to Pakis- 
tan, where rebels partly destroyed 
a road bridge last week. 


The sources said a big convoy of 
Soviet tanks and other armoured 
vehicles had left Kabul in the 
Jalalabad direction late last week. 

The Afghan authorities have 
said that Soviet troops in 
Afghanistan, numbering about 

85,000 according to Western 
sources, were not taking part in 
the fighting. 

The official Bakhtar News 
Agency said that almost 1,500 
people, arrested in Kabul six 
weeks ago following violent 


demonstrations against last 
December's Soviet military inter- 
vention. have been released after 
questioning. The agency said 72 
people were released last week, 
and the others had been freed ear- 
lier. 

Foreign residents in Kabul said 
at least 2,000 people were 
arrested during and after tbe 
demonstrations in which hundreds 
were believed to have been killed 
or wounded in clashes with sec- 
urity forces.

U.S. to launch ‘all-out’ domestic campaign 
to bolster call for Moscow games boycott 


WASHINGTON. April 3 (R) -- 
The United States government 
will launch a campaign to rein- 
force its call for a U.S boycott of 
the Moscow Olympics in face of a 
determined counter-effort bv the 
U.S. Olympic Committee 
tUSOC). administration officials 
said yesterday. 

The officials angrily criticised 
the US'OC for what they termed 
intense lobby ing of sports officials 
and sportwriters around the coun- 
try u* press for an end to the boy- 
cott. called in protest against the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanis- 
tan. 

" \ small group of wilful people 
are ignoring both the pledge of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee in Feb- 
ruary. \merican public opinion 
and the clear imperative that the 
Soviet Union should not score 
propaganda victory.” a senior 
State Department official told 
Reuters. 

"We are now going to make a 
collective all-out effort to remind 
the people of this country and the 
incmlvrs „f the USOC ol the 
absolute immorality of doing bus- 
iness as usual uith a country that is 
destroying another country.” he 

s.ild 

The launching ol the udminisi- 
taiion campaign follows seveial 
setbacks abioad. These include 
decisions by the Norwegian. Brit- 
ish and Canadian Olympic Com- 
mittees to attend the games and a 
relus.il by the West German Gov- 
ernment to take a decision until 
late May. 

U.N. Necreiarv ol State Cvrus 


Vance telephoned West German 
Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher several days ago to ask 
for a more forthcoming attitude in 
support of the boycott. U.S. offi- 
cials said. 

The Bonn government has indi- 
cated it would oppose West Ger- 
man participation should Soviet 
troops still be in Afghanistan in 
May. and its final decision is 
expected to a! feci many West 
European and Third World 
nations. 

Diplomatic sources doubted 
that the administration's effort 
would succeed. “I can see the 
\merican concern that the whole 
structure is rocky. But they can't 
push us to make an earlier deci- 
sion.” one West European dip- 
lomat said. 

But U.S. officials said Mr. 
Genscher had accepted a U.S. 
request thjt West German dip- 
lomats explain the likely Bonn 
decision to boycott the games to 
Mrican and Latin \merican 
nations that are expected to follow 
the West German lead. 

The main United Slates effort 
over the next Ten days will be to 
convince U.S. public opinion to 
suppoit the boycott, which Pres- 
ident Carter announced on Jan. 
2l>. ” If we stand lirm. we'll get the 
olhcis.” the State Department 
official said. "The European 
attitude is totally dependent on 
ns.” 

The new U.S. determination 
corresponds to a fear among top 
officials that public opinion may 
be startini! to shift awav from the 


previous overwhelming support 
for a hoycott. 

Both houses of Congress passed 
near-unanimous resolutions in 
favour of a boycott in January, and 
a USOC-commissioned poll 
found public support of more than 
tw-i-to-one in early March. 

Now there are other straws in 
the wind. Mr. Ronald Reagan, 
dear leader in the race for the 
Republican Party presidential 
nomination, said on Monday that 
athletes and not the government 
should decide on their par- 
ticipation. 

Mr. Reagan had earlier sup- 
ported President Carter's boycott 
call hut said last week he was 
changing his view. He said he had 
a "sympathetic feeling for the 
vounge.sters who worked their 
heads off' training for the Mos- 
cow games. 

Stale Department officials 
coordinating the U.S. effort said 
there was i 50-50 chance of 


achieving an effective boycott 
involving most major sporting 
nations. They said support was 
still fairly firm in many countries, 
but it was essential that the United 
Suites take a strong lead. 

According to a State Depart- 
ment tally. 30 other governments 
Have come out in support of a boy- 
cott and 21 national Olympic 
committee*. Another 25 to 30 
governments had indicated pri- 
vately that they would support a 
boycott, officials said. 

Soviet officials said last week 
that 105 countries had indicated 
they would take part in the games, 
although only 30 had given formal 
and binding replies to the Soviet 
invitation. 

National Olympic committees, 
which function independently of 
governments in most Western 
countries, have until May 24 for- 
mally to accept or decline the 
Soviet invitation.

Primary election losses to Pres- 
ident Carter in Wisconsin and 
Kansas on Tuesday set Mr. Ken- 
nedy farther back than he was two 
weeks ago, before he scored upset 
wins over Mr. Carter in New York 
and Connecticut. 

Political analysts believe the 
senator must now win the next 
major primary, on April 22 in 
Pennsylvania, merely to retain a 
mathematical chance of eventual 
victory. 

The crucial factor is in the

Asia, could plav an important role in overcoming the current dead- 
lock on political settlement. So far, they have refused even to discus* 
the matter." 

Mr. Holbrooke said any discussion of a settlement had to be held in 
a broader regional context because peace would not be possible until 
there wax a government in Phnom Penh that could Ire accepted by 
both China and Vietnam - and until Peking and Hanoi felt less 
threatened by each other. 

The senior* U.S. expert on East Asian affairs said the United States 
had four objectives in Indochina: 

— An end to the human suffering of the Kampuchean people. 

— A sharp reduction and eventual elimination of the Soviet milit- 
ary role in Vietnam. 

-- Withdrawal of Vietnamese troops from Kampuchea and an end to 
Vietnamese pressures against Thailand. 

— Replacement of the Vietnamese-installed Heng Samrin regime 
with a non-aligned government in Phnom Penh. 

Mr. Holbrooke said neither the United States nor the people of 
Kampuchea would favour the return of the Khmer Rouge leadership 
of Pol Pot. which China is still backing.

BANGKOK- As Kam- 
puchea struggles to 
rebuild its economy after 
more than ten years of 
war, revolution , famine 
and yet more war, glim- 
mers of hope are rare. 

Yet an international expert has 
provided one with u prediction 
that this fertile country could 
recover from its haltering and 
become self-sufficient in its two 
main food items, rice and fish, 
within two or three years. 

And the Vietnamese -backed 
government, in a morale -boosting 
move, ha* decided to reintroduce 
currency into a barter economy 
w here goods arc purchased mainly 
by rice, gold and Vietnamese or 
Thai money. 

However, the harsh reality of 
Kampuchea today j> that it is 
heading inexorably towards 
severe food shortages for the rest 
of the year, and that it will need a 
dramatic infusion of rice seed very 
soon if it is to avoid being depen- 
dent on international charity in 
1981. 

Already, the ill-fated country is 
feeling the pinch of fresh hunger 
after managing, with outside assis- 
tance. to overcome famine last 
year. Empty stomachs again 
threaten the stirrings of economic 
revival, centred on agriculture and 
fishing but including the reac- 
tivation of light industry especially 
in and around Phnom Penh. 

The numbers of people coming 
to the Thai border either to settle 
or to collect international relief 
supplies are showing definite signs 
of increasing as the rainy season 
draws closer. 

Diplomats believe many will 
choose to stay in makeshift set- 
tlements along the border rather 
than return to their villages after 


May when heavy rain* will place 
an even greater strain on internal 
relief distribution. 

Perpetual movement 

Inside Kampuchea, the per- 
petual movement that has charac- 
terised the country since the harsh 
Khmer Rouge regime was ousted 
from Phnom Penh in January last 
year is continuing as people search 
for food and lost relative*. 

Member* of international 
organisations who have visited 
Kampuchea recently have noted 
streams of people heading into 
urban area*, particularly Phnom 
Penh. 

"One reason i> certainly 
because of the prospect of shor- 
tage* of goods and actual shor- 
tages of food in some cases." said 
Mr. John Saunders, head of the 

United Nations Children's Fund 
(UNICEF) mission in Kam- 
puchea. 

"People you see in the streets of 
Phnom Penh and around the sta- 
tion in some cases are physically 
hungry and in some case* have not 
eaten well or sometime* at all.” he 
added in an interview. 

"There may be other reasons in 
that efforts are being made to 
restore the factories and general 
commercial operations in the city 
of Phnom Penh. Sir. probably a 
number of people are coming sim- 
ply to find jobs.” 

Mr. Saunders said small 
businesses were growing, "so that 
in many ways the city seems to 
offer the prospect of cash, perhaps 
security, perhaps food." 

He said UNICEF would have to 
bring in between 270,000 and 

300,000 tons of food aid this year 
at least 50,000 tons more than was 
originally projected. The extra 
amount needed to avert starvation 
is due to the almost total failure of 
the small mid-year dry season 

harvest. 

However, Mr. Saunders is 
optimistic about Kampuchea 


reaching self-sufficiency in food in 
;i relatively short time, saying that 
after talking to expert* and the 
Phnom Penh government he fell 
this could lie achieved for rice and 
fish within two to three years. 

Such an achievement would go 
a long way toward* restoring 
Kampuchea to something like the 
normality of life before 1970, 
‘when it was engulfed in a brutal 
civil war that culminated with the 
Khmer Rouee takeover in April 
1975. 

Subsistence economy 

In the pre-coup era. Kam- 
puchea produced enough food to 
feed itself, even becoming u small 
exporter. It w-as very largely a sub- 
sistence economy, with potentially 
valuahle Forests, rubber plan- 
tation* in the east and some light 

import-substitute industries, 
mainly textile factories. 

The civil war damaged this, and 
the four-and-a-half years of rad- 
ical Khmer Rouge revolution 
brought almost everything but 
agriculture to a standstill. Despite 

the emphasis on working in the 
fields, most Kampucheans during 
the Khmer Rouge rule toiled long 
hour* for barely enough food to 
survive. 

In the aftermath of the 
Vietnamese-led seizure of gov- 
ernment 15 months ago, little "rice 
was planted, leading to a poor 
year-end harvest. People were on 
the move, either fleeing the con- 
tinued fighting, heading for Thai- 
land or searching for members of 
families broken up during the 
shattering revolution. 

Famine raged during the second 
half of last year, sending 
thousands of human skeletons 
towards Thailand. Many did not 
survive the journey, succumbine 
either to starvation or malaria. 

An international rescue oper- 
ation was mounted by the United 
Nations and the International 
Committee of the Red Cross, as 


well as various non-govemmenlal 
organisations. According to the 
Phnom Penh government, Vie- 
tnam and the Soviet Union gave 

300,000 tons of food and medical 
aid. 

Food distribution 

After a long period in which 
food piled up in warehouses at the 
two main ports of Phnom Penh 
and Kompong Sum, relief agency 
officials reported recently that 
large amounts were being trans- 
ported to the interior and dis- 
tributed. Hundreds of thousands 
are being fed hy an unofficial 
"land bridge" from the Thai bor- 
der. 

However, problems of port 
facilities and transport -- Kam- 
puchea's roads are in u bud state — 
will almost certainly continue, and 
distribution will be even more dif- 
ficult during the heavy ruins. 

Distribution of food and med- 
ical aid stands at the core of Kam- 
puchea's economic revival, since 
people engaged in rebuilding 
agriculture or industry must he 
strong enough to work. 

While international agencies 
have already begun pushing quan- 
tities of rice seed across the Thai 
border and are planning an airlift 
to Phnom Penh, there are few 
signs that Kampuchea can hope to 
get the 60.000 tons of seed experts 
here consider necessary to ensure 
a good end-of-year main harvest. 
The official Phnom Penh Radio 
frequently broadcasts repons that 
people in the provinces are pre- 
paring land for agriculture and 
developing irrigation. 

One of the tragic ironies of the 
situation is that Kampuchea was 
once one of Southeast Asia’s 
biggest rice producers. It also has 
the greatest fresh-water fish 
resources in the region and recent 
visitors report production heading 
towards normal around the great 
inland lake of Tonle Sap. 


Reintroduction of currency 

Against this background of a 
predominantly agricultural soc- 
iety trying to build up it.* 
resources, the government in 
Phnom Penh last month 
announced it was reintroducing 
currency abolished by the Khmer 
Rouge in 1975. 

President Heng Samrin said the 
riel was being restored to stimu- 
late the economy and that ail gov- 
ernment and party workers would 
be paid salaries in currency rather 
than rice. 

The decision has a symbolic us 
well as a practical side. The abol-' 
ition of money was part of the 
Khmer Rouge effort to create a 
new society — an experiment that 
went disastrously wrong and led in 
untold suffering. Its restoration 
strongly implies that Kampuchea 
is seeking to become a normal soc- 
iety. 

On the practical level, it could 
help to give rice its proper place as - .\ u ^ ust nominating wove 
food, rather than as currency 
which can be smuggled and stock- 
piled, some relief agency officials 
here say. 

But the immediate question is 
whether the riel can become u. 
genuine currency unless it is 
backed by something. One pos- 
sibility is that it cuuld tie fixed 
agained the Vietnamese dong, hut 
recent visitors to Kampuchea say.
